COLORADO GIVES 
DEMOCRATS LEAD 


Walter Walker’s Appointment 
Puts Them Ahead for First 
Time Since 1919. 


By the Associated Press. 

DENVER, Colo., Sept. 27.—Dem- 
ocrats outnumbered Republicans by 
one today in the United States Sen- 
ate with the appointment of Walter 
Walker, Grand Junction newspaper 
publisher, to that body to fill a 
vacancy caused by the death of 
Senator Charles W. Waterman. 

On the roster of the upper house 


now are 48 Democrats, 47 Repub- 
licans and one Farmer Labor mem- 
ber. 

The last Congress in which the 
Democrats were definitely in con- 
trol in the Senate was the Sixty- 
fifth (1917 to 1919), when they 
had 53 members to 42 for the Re- 
publicans. 

Appointment of Walker by Gov. 
William H. Adams yesterday was 
not unexpected. But Colorado po- 
litical circles were still uncertain 
today whether under the law the 
recently retired chairman of the 
Democratic State Central Commit- 
tee would serve in the lame duck 
session of Congress, which convenes 
in December, or whether he will 
serve only until a successor to 
Waterman is chosen at the general 
Waterman’s term 
expires March 4.

While a gasoline price fight goes 


on vigorously in St. Louis, marked 
by price cutting and the offering 
of premiums of pony rides,. break- 
fast dishes, razor blades and bak- 
ing soda, motorists reap the benc- 
fit, taking advantage of the lowest 
prices in years. 

The big companies have not re- 
sorted to offering premiums with 
their gasoline, as some independ- 
ents are doing, but they have met 
the prices of the independents in 
all but the highest grade of gaso- 
line. 

While prices of the independents 
vary almost hourly at times, the 
customary quotation today on three 
grades of gasoline was 10, 11 and 
12 cents, while the major com- 
panies were selling gasoline for 10, 
11 and 14 cents. These prices in- 
clude a 2-cent State, I-cent Federal 
and 1-cent city tax. ; 

Former prices of the major com- 


panies in St. Louis were 11.6, 14.6 
and 17.6 cents a gallon, but all have 
descended to the lower level within 
the past few days, the Standard Oil 
Co. announcing cuts in the city and 
county Saturday because of “aggra- 
vated competitive conditions.” The 
other principal companies immedi- 
ately followed. Gasoline prices re- 
main unchanged in East St. Louis. 
Selling On Close Margin. 

T. J. Ryan, who operates a track- 
age station at 2360 South Kings- 
highway which supplies another 
station he opened recently at 5935 
Delmar boulevard, gave an exam- 
ple today of the close margin on 
which some of the independents 
operate. 

Take the 10-cent grade of gas, 
for instance,.“ Ryan said. “Well 
out of that 10-cent selling price 
it’s necessary to deduct.four cents 
for taxes. That leaves six cents. 
It costs two cents a gallon to ship 
it here. That leaves four cents. 
Out of that comes overhead and 
other expenses of the station.“ 

Until recently the independent 
companies have engaged in a war- 
fare all their own, their prices 
ranging usually below those pre- 
vailing among the major com- 
panies who met each other’s reduc- 
tions without apparent regard for 
the independents. 

But since the depression, sev- 
eral oil men pointed out today, 
there has been a tendency on the 
part of the public to watch the 
pennies, so the independents’ busi- 
ness has become a more important 
factor in the general gasoline mar- 
ket. Trackage stations have been 
enabled to give cheap rates be- 
cause they offer gasoline “from 
tank to tank,” getting it direct 
from the refinery. Other inde- 
pendent stations procure it from 
tank companies while still another 
factor in the situation consists of 
independent tank companies offer- 
ing attractive wholesale prices to 
large users. Most of the inde- 
pendents have virtually no sales 
organization and reduce overhead 
to a minimum, 

Specfic Mixtures Not Needed. 

The advent of automobiles which 
do not require specific gasoline 
mixtures to operate efficiently is 
another factor in the situation. 

Complexity of the gasoline com- 
petition in St. Louis is enhanced by 
the individual efforts of more than 
700 filling stations to get business. 
Some of them offer free gas with 
so many gallons purchased; others 
give “premiums” with as small a 
purchase as five gallons; still others 
promote business with free grease 
jobs and numerous other devices. 

One of the centers of the fight 
here is in the vicinity 6f Delmar 
boulevard and Hodiamont avenue, 
where more than a dozen filling 
stations operate within a few 
blocks, some representing inde- 
pendent companies, others those of 
the major companies. 

So keen are tfie independents to 
watch for gas price cuts that one 
dealer remarked yesterday, “If we 
make a cut on South Kingshighway 
it will be in effect along Delmar 
boulevard before you can drive 
there.“

TERRIFIC EXPLOSION 
IS LAID TO BOMB 


Man Who Sentenced Two 
Radicals to Death in 
1927 Often Target of 
Threats. 


By the Associated Press. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 27.— 
The home of Judge Webster 
Thayer, who sentenced to death 
Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti, after they were convicted of 
murder, was wrecked by an explos- 
ion today. The police said the 
blast, which occurred just after 4 
a. m., apparently was caused by a 
bomb, . 

Judge Thayer was uninjured, but 
Mrs. Thayer was buried beneath 
wréckage and suffered a laceration 
of the forehead and severe shock. 
She and a maid, Miss Joan Ashe, 
suffering from shock, were taken 


to hospitals. 
Deputy Chief Herbert W. Mer- 


rill, after an investigation, said, in 
his opinion, the explosion was 


caused by a bomb. 
The blast blew out the entire 


rear part of the house nd caved 
in the walls of the barn and ga- 
rage. Every window in the house 
was broken. Furniture was 
smashed. and knocked about. No 
fire followed the blast. 


Neighbors Give Alarm. 
Neighbors called the fire de- 
partment. Firemen found the 
Judge groping around his room in 


the darkness. 

An automobile standing in the 
garage was covered with wreckage. 

Across the street, the home of 
Merrill S. June was badly dam- 
aged by the blase. Every window 
in the street side of the house, 
many of them plate glass, was 
shattered and several of the rooms 
were littered with heavy splinters 
and shattered boards which had 
been blown from the Thayer home. 


A slug of steel, which pierced 
the wall of a house across the strect 
was the only clew city and State 
police had to work on today. The 
ragged piece of steel was found in 
the home of June. 

The Petersham State police bar- 
racks today reported to headquar- 
ters that 97 sticks of dynamite were 
stolen Sept. 14 from the estate of 
Fred L. Tucker, Norcross Hill road, 
Baldwinsville. 

Capt. Charles A. Van Amburgh, 
State explosives expert, said there 
was no doubt that the explosion 
had been caused by some form of 
bomb, 

It was the first action of vio- 
lence against Judge Thayer since 
he sentenced Sacco and Vanzetti. 
Several “parades” had been held 
in front of his home by Commun- 
ists in the past who carried signs 
but made no effort to molest the 
Judge or anyone in the home. The 
last one was about four years ago. 


Auto Reported Seen. 
Police said a neighbor saw an 
automobile draw up to the front of 
the house a few minutes before the 
explosion. A man got out, walked 
to the rear, then ran back to the 
automobile a moment later and the 


car sped away. 

J should hate to think,” Judge 
Thayer said, “that because a man 
does his duty before mankind and 
God his penalty is this.“ A little 
later, he commented: “They can't 
kill me that easily.“ 

Judge Thayer’s home, at 180 In- 
stitute road, has been under routine 
police watchfulness since Aug. 23, 
1927, when Nicola Sacco and Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti went to the elec- 
tric chain at Massachusetts State 
prison at Sharlestown for the mur- 
der of a paymaster and a guard in 
a holdup in South Braintree in 
April, 1920. 

The Judge sentenced Sacco and 
Vanzetti in April, 1927, after a long 
legal battle. A Norfolk County 
jury had previously found the men 
guilty in July, 1921, and nine sepa- 
rate motions were filed for a new 
trial. All were overruled. A com- 
mission of three men was finally 
appointed by Gov. Alvan T. Fuller, 
and they reported they found no 
reason to reverse the death sen- 
tence.

(Rep.), who has bolted the Re- 
publican organization in this State, 
was among those who greeted Gov. 
Roosevelt here. 

Speaking from his train, Roose- 


velt said he had been greatly im- 
pressed by improving Democratic 
prospects across the country, and 
added: 

“We are going to get results 
now, and we are very certain that 
in these days the Democratic par- 
ty is the progressive party. Our 
party represents liberal ideals, and 
I am convinced that there is 


ties. both conservative. 

We are going to reconstruct our 
government in this country. And 
when I go to Washington next 
March it will be to seek a wider 
prosperity—a prosperity that will 
apply to every section and to all 
classes.“ 

Roosevelt Introduces Cutting. 

Gov. Roosevelt was introdueing 
members of his family to the crowd 
when told Senator Cutting was 
present. The nominee remarked: 

‘I think there is a very dear 
friend of the family in the crowd; 
a young man I have known since 
he wore short pants. You know 
him as your own Senator Cutting. 
If it is all right with him we will 
be glad to have him come and say 
howdy.” 

Many in the crowd had seen Cut- 
ting at the station and a great 
shout went up. Cutting went 
through the private car and ap- 
peared on the platform. The crowd 
cheered again, shouting for a 
speech. The Senator shook hands 
with Gov. Roosevelt, but refrained 
from speaking. 


Roosevelt made a stop of. half 
an hour at this point in his retyrn 
trip eastward. The Democratic 
State Convention was being held at 
Santa Fe, 15 miles away, and most 
of the convention moved down to 
Lamy to see the head of the na- 
tional ticket. 

A red uniformed band and a 
crowd of several thousand greeted 
Gov. Roosevelt at Albuquerque 
when the presidential nominee’s 
special train stopped there at 7:30 
a. m. 

Roosevelt appeared on the rear 
platform with Senator Sam Brat- 
ton, Representative Dennis Chavez 
and Mayor Clyde Tingley, who, 
with their wives, met the train at

EARTHQUAKE HIT 
BALKAN REGION, 
100 ARE KILLED 


250 Persons § Injured — 
Heavy Damage in Two 
Villages in  Chalcidice 
Section Near Athens.

ATHENS, Greece, Sept. 27. 
More than 100 persons were killed 
and 250 were injured in an earth- 
quake Which struck the Chalcidice 
region last night. 

The village of Stratonikion was 
reduced to ruins, and the casualties 
there were placed this afternoon at 
50 dead and 100 injured. 

Fifty persons were reported 
killed in the nearby village of 
lerissos where numerous houses 
collapsed. It was reported there 
were 27 deaths in other places. 

The quake was felt in Jugo- 
Slavia, where there was consider- 
able damage, but apparently no 
loss of life, and -in Bucharest. 
where the tremors lasted 12 min- 
utes. 

Heavy damage was reported also 
in the villages of S§rlira, Neohori. 
Jerisso and Aghira. 

It was estimated that at least 
3000 dwellings had been destroyeil.

GOVERNOR'S HOME 
DAMAGED BY FLOOD 


Flimsy Houses Wrecked in 
Villages and Heavy Loss 
Is Caused in San Juan 
—Roofs Blown Away — 


Coffee Crop Suffers.

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, Sept. 


27.—At least. 40 persons were 
killed in a terrific hurricane which 
struck this city last night, 

The full force of a 120-mile-an- 
hour wind struck before midnight 
and lashed the city until 2:30 
o’clock this morning, causing prop- 
erty damage even greater than 
that in the disastrous 1928 storm. 

Hundreds were injured and 
thousands were left homeless. Most 
of the dead, the first reports indi- 
cated, were in smaller outlying 


towns, such as Barrios, Sabanalla- 
na, Catano and Rio Piedras. 
Many Taken to Safety, 

Here the loss of life was materi- 
ally reduced by the police, who 
took the precaution of rounding up 
hundreds of women and children, 
removing them from their homes 
and placing them for safety in the 
more substantial church and school 
buildings. There were no deaths 
or injuries among Americans here, 
first reports indicated. ) 

The villages, consisting for the 
most part of flimsy homes, had no 
such protection. Even in San Juan 
homes by the hundreds were un- 
3 and torrents ot rain poured 
Nn. 

First reports gave the following 
death toll. Barrios, 14: Sabanal- 
lana, 4; Catano, 2; Rio Piedras, 10; 
Various reports from 
Rio Piedras placed the death toll 
there as high as 40, with seven 
members of one family killed in 
their home.

The Weather Bureau offices 
were flooded this morning and em- 
ployes were wading in bare feet te 
try to rescue records and instru- 
ments from the building.

AGENT GRILLED ON 
$600,000 CONTRACT 


Oral Deal, He Says, Was 
Made; He and Another in 


Charge During Time of 
Charity Balls. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—Fred Ww. 
Jones testified today in the lottery 
trial of United States Senator 
James J. Davis, that Davis never 
received a package of alleged lot- 
tery tickets addressed to him in 
1930 at Pittsburgh. 

Davis is charged with participa- 
tion in alleged lotteries the Gov- 
érnment asserts were conducted in 
connection with the 1930 and 1931 
charity balls of the Loyal Order of 
Moose, of which Davis is director- 
general. 

Jones testified that he received 
the package in Pittsburgh and as 
Davis’ secretary signed the receipt 
for it. He said the package con- 
tained tickets for the charity ball; 


that Davis was not in Pittsburgh | 


at the time, and that it was not 


turned over to Davis. 

The defense considered this im- 
portant testimony, bolstering the 
defense assertion that in 1930 Sen- 
ator Davis practically withdrew 
from all active participation ia 
Moose activities and so would not 
necessarily have had to know any- 
thing about the alleged lotteries. 

The Government today brought 
out on cross-examination testimony 
that Davis not only controlled a 
company to finance lodges but a 
jewelry company, and that $78,000 
borrowed from the former concern 
went to Mrs. Davis to buy a house 
in Washington, D. C. 

Jones Produces Books. 

Jones testified yesterday that he 
and Joseph A. Jenkins, former 
Moose organizer for Great Britain, 
purchased Davis’ domestic Moose 
organization contract in an oral 
deal for $600,000 in 1929 before 
alleged lotteries were conducted. 

Jones produced books today to 
substantiate testimony given yester- 
day. He was asked by Defense 
Counsel Margiotti about a $150,000 
note given to the Fidelity Bank & 
Trust Co. to pay off another for 
$127,000 in the name of Mrs. Davis. 
“You say you still owe $50,000 on 
the $150,000 note?” said Margiotti. 
“Now when that is paid, who will 
get the collateral?” “Jenkins and 
myself,” said the witness. 

Margiotti said that the total of 
checks drawn on the joint account 
of Jones and Jonkins for the organ- 
ization department since Sept 1, 
1930, amounted to $242,576.83. 

Took Davis’ Word for It. 

“Why didn't you put your agree. 
ment with Davis into writing?” 
asked counsel. “Because Mr. Da- 
vis had only signed two contracts in 
his life and we thought his word 
was good” Jones said. 

The attorney then introduced 
three checks which totaled $100,000 
from the Moose propagation de- 
partment which conducted the 
charity balls. Jones said the checks 
were paid to him by Theodore G. 
Miller in January, 1981. 

He said he saw Miller at Moose- 
heart, III., on Jan. 3, 1931. “Miller 
said there had been a lot of com- 
plaints that the charity balls had 
affected the organization depart- 
ment.” He said Jenkins had com- 
plained “because he came here to 
double the membership. He blamed 
failure to do so on the charity 
balls.“ 

Jones then explained that Miller 
gave him $70,000 as a contribution 
to the organization department, and 
that $30,000 was tent to the organ- 
ization department my Miller on a 
note. 

Jones said Miller conducted a sil- 

ver jubilee campaign in 1981 be- 
fore the second charity ball, and 
took in approximately 62,000 mem- 
bers. He said the net profit to 
Miller was $1.25 a head, and that 
Miller turned over $25,000 of the 
profits to the organization depart- 
ment, 
Jones said the organization de- 
partment in 1931, exclusive of the 
$25,000 which he said was given 
to him by Miller, took in approx- 
imately $42,000, and that the net 
was about 512,000. He said the 
department received about $30,000 
from the extension service. 

“How much did you pay Mr. 
Davis in 19817" $48,000 gross.“ 

After the 1931 ball did you re- 
ceive any money from the propa- 
gation department?” “Yes,” 

Defense Attorney Margiotti pro- 
duced a check for $40,000 paid 
Jan. 7, 1932, and asked: “What 
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did Mr. Miller say when he handed 
you this check?” “He told me he 
wanted to give the organization de- 
partment $50,000 to compensate it 
for doing its best to make the drive 
a success and for suffering a loss 
in the drive. I told him he had 
better keep $10,000 of it and apply 
it on the loan we owed him.” 

“So, then, how much did you 
owe him?” 320.000.“ 

Margiotti brought out a check 
for $17,500 and another for $20,- 
000 cash drawn in January this 
year. The first was payable to 
Jones, Jones said the checks went 
to himsclf and Jenkins as profits 
for last year. 

The $177 expense check, which 
carried the notation “J. J. Davis, 
Washington to Mooseheart and re- 
turn 3100, Fred W. Jones expenses 
377,“ was taken out of the Govern- 
ment's evidence, Jones testified 
that no part of it went to Davis, 


Jones in Cross-Examination. 


Under cross-examination 
Jones by Prosecutor Treadwell, 
Jones said he still did personal 
work for Senator Davis—‘“I over- 
see his bank account, sign his 
checks and pay his bills.“ He also 
said he put money into Davis’ ac- 
counts “from the organization de- 
partment.” 


“Since 1928,“ pursued the prose- 
cutor, “whenever money is needed 
in Davis’ personal account, you 
take it out of the organization ac- 
count, is that right?” es.“ 
“Am I correct in understanding 
your testimony that up until 1930 
the organization department was 
just a name under which Senator 
Davis did business?” asked Tread- 
well. Tes.“ 


“And the only thing that changed 
that was an oral agreement made 
in September, 1930?” “In August, 
1930,“ corrected Jones. 


Alleged Oral Contract. 

“When you became director, did 
you take over the contract?” asked 
Treadwell. “No.” 

“Well, then, the mere fact that 
Jenkins took the title of director 
didn’t of itself signify that he took 
over the contract, did it?” No.“ 

“Who appointed Jenkins direc- 
tor?” asked Treadwell. “Just he 
and I,” the witness answered. 
“You stated that the price 
the contract was approximately 
$600,000?” “Yes.” 

Treadwell brought out that based 

on past earnings Jones and Jenkins 
would be paying the entire income 
of the organization department to 
cover interest and still would owe 
Davis $600,000, 
“We didn’t figure it would de 
that way,” explained the witness, 
“we thought that two of us would 
double things, especially consider- 
ing that there were 5000 towns that 
had no Moose lodges.” 


How Long to Pay Off. 


“Did you ever figure out how 
long it would take you to pay off 
the $600,000 even if you doubled 
the income?“ asked Treadwell. 
“About 10 or 12 years.” 

“Do you know of your own 
knowledge that the Supreme Coun- 
cil was ever notified of the agree- 
ment?” ‘“Yes—In Cleveland at the 
national convention in August of 
this year.“ 

Jones said nothing appeared 
writing about the payments 
Davis, “He was too busy,” 
said. “We were to compile 
payments later.“ 

Davis“ Business Activity.

STATE BLASTING BLUFF 


AT PACIFIC FOR ROAD 


200 Tons of Rock at Crown of 
Landmark Blown Away by 
First Cifarge. 


— 


Blasting of a bluff, the landmark 
of Pacific, Mo., was begun yester- 
day, when 200 tons of rock were 
pitched from the crown with a 
thunderous report to the roadbed 
of a new State highway, 90 feet be- 
low. 

There were 60 pounds of stick 
dynamite plugged in holes, bored 
into the rock with compressed air 
drills. ‘“‘Dad’’ Bowman, veteran 
powderman, waved his arms and 
shouted from the top of the bluff. 
He had said earlier. There won't 
be any whisiie, you'll hear me.” 
Operators with theif  iractors 
cleared out from below. “Dad” dis- 
appeared back to his battcry box, 
connected by wires to caps on the 
dynamite sticks. From a safe dis- 
tance, eyes expectantly watched the 
skyline edge of the bluff. The blast 
thundered and a huge segment of 
rock heaved away and swept down 
the perpendicular face of the bluff 
in a cloud of white dust. 

There will be many more, pos- 
sibly 50 or 60 such shots, before 
the cut, 200 feet long, 45 feet at 
the top, and 20 fect at the bottom, 
is blasted away. About 3000 pounds 
of dynamite will be used, W. L. 
Beers of St. Louis, powder demon- 
strator, estimated, in moving 2170 
tons of rock in the cut. P. M. Hel- 
ler, project engineer, is supervising 
for the State. 

The. work is being done on the 
new -route of Highway No. 66, 
which will separate from Highway 
No. 50, west of Gray’s Summit, 
passing thruogh Pacific Eureka 
and Valley Park into Kirkwood, 


where it will connect with Watson 


road and Lindbergh boulevard. 

The first blast was watched with 
some anxiety by the road contrac- 
tors. Residences stand on each 
side of the bluff, which faces an 
old Catholic church and school, St. 
Bridget’s, 100 yards across the 
road. 

Residents of Pacific had viewed 
the proposed dynamiting of the 
bluff with rm and those whose 
homes are adjacent, opposed the 
new route. To avoid possible dam- 
age, the contractors, Gaines Broth- 
ers, are removing the cut in sec- 
tions. 

The top 30 feet of the bluff is 

ledge rock. Below that is a solid 
formation of silica sand, which has 
been tunneled out near the hottom 
to mine the sand, used in molding 
and in making glass. The bluff, at 
one time, furnished Pacific with a 
flourishing business in mining and. 
shipping the sand. The sheer face 
of the bluff is not a natural for- 
mation, half of the original mound 
having been cut away in sand min- 
ing operations. 
Tune advertisement of a Pacific 
druggist, painted in large letters at 
the top of the bluff, will go down 
with the cut.

The circulars said in part: “The 
markets are not coming back and 
the wholesale burning of lumber 
stocks is not an accident. With 
the insurance which is based on 
prices when the policies were is- 
sued, the lumber companies can go 
ahead, produce lumber for what 
orders there are and sell at a good 
profit where they could not sell 
their own stocks but at a loss.”

GEORGIA FARMERS HALT 
TRUCKS, DUMP MILK 


Barricade Highway in Defiance 
of Federal Injunction 
Against Violence.

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 27.—Farm- 
ers barricaded a highway near Con- 
yers, Ga., with railroad ties and 
dumped several truck loads of milk 
in the road yesterday, despite a 
Federal injunction against violence 
in a dairymen’s strike for higher 
prices from Atlanta distributing 
plants. 

Another truck as halted near 
Forsyth, Ga., far from the Conyers 
community, and 100 gallons of milk 
were dumped. 

Meanwhile, the Pedigree Dairies, 
big distributing company of Atlan- 
ta, asked Federal Judge Bascom 
Beaver of Macon to issue citations 
for contempt of court against farm- 
ers for violating a temporary in- 
junction against interference with 
the movement of milk shipments to 
Atlanta. : 

Judge Deaver issued the injunc- 
tion Saturday night on a petition 
of the distributers and named the 
Georgia Milk Producers’ Confed- 
eration, Inc., defendant. 

The Pedigree company also ob- 
tained another temporary restrain- 
ing order in Fulton County Superior 
Court yesterday. It restrains agents 
of the State Department of Agri- 
culture from enforcing a rule to 
prohibit the sale of milk more than 
24 hours old in Atlanta. This ac- 
tion was interpreted as paving the 
way for distributing plants to bring 
milk here from other states. 

The Municipal Milk Inspector 
disclosed the plants were bringing 
about 2000 gallons into the city 
from points outside of Georgia 
each day. Thus far, nothing offi- 
cial has been learned regarding the 
actual decrease in Atlanta’s regular 
milk supply of 30,000 gallons daily. 

Officers of the Georgia Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Confederation, Inc., which 
called a holiday on milk shipments 
to Atlanta from 20 counties, re- 
iterated it is opposed to violence. 

So far as could be learned, milk 
was delivered as usual to homes 
and business houses today, al- 
though officers of the Confedera- 
tion said several counties in the 
affected area had ceased shipping 
milk here in compliance with the 
holiday plan.

Bettman declared the Demo- 
cratic plank calling for outright 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment could not get the approval of 
twé-thirds of Congress and ratifi- 
cation by three-fourths of the 
states. Bulkley contended “the 
only way to get the eighteenth 
peese nae A out of the Federal Con- 
stitution is to vote to take it out.“ 

Objects to Federal 


Policing. 
Bettman’s interpretation of the 


Republican platform as proposing 
repeal, with a safeguard of Federal 
aid fot states electing to remain 
diy, Bulkley charged, would ofly 
continué Federal policing. He said 
the Republican platform showed 
“no sincere purpose to accomplish 
any specific thing, and binds no 
member of th eparty.” 

Bettman contended the Demo- 
cratic plank was a “catch-phrase,” 
designed to gain votes, and that 
Democratic Congressmen had de- 
serted its professions for immedi- 
ate modification of the Volstead 
act. 

Assails G. O. P. Plank. 

Bulkley, referring to the Repub- 
licah plank, said: 

It it is a repeal declaration, 
Vice-President Curtis has either 
been imposed upon or else he is 
attempting to defraud the drys inte 
voting for repeal. If it is a repeal 
declaration, President Hoover has 
deffaudea Dr. Poling, whose sup- 
port he accepts with Dr. Poling’s 
avowed understanding that Presi- 
dent Hoover is ‘decisively a dry.’ 
Whd is the reliable interpreter of 
the Republican platform? Hoover? 
He has not declared for repeal. 
Curtis? He has declared against 
repéal. Or shall we pass by both 
Hoover and Curtis and take our 
interpretation from Bettman?” 

Bettman said the Democratic 
program could not muster votes in 
Congress, and even if it did would 
be wrecked by @ry Western and 
Southern states. 

Hence, he held, “the Democratic 
position is not a program at all, 
but a gesture for votes, leading the 
people to believe that the Demo- 
ecrats offer the quick way to re- 
peal, when, as a matter of truth, 
theif way . . . would lead the 
nation up a blind alley for seven 
yeafs and then, in despair, to the 
chaos of nullification.” 

He assérted the Republican pro- 
vision for Federal regulation to 
bar the saloon would placate the 
temperate, whilé repeal would sat- 
isfy the liberals: that both groups 
would find common ground in the 
Republican plank, and their agree - 
ment still not make the plank a 
straddle. 

Bulkley opened his argument 
with the statement that the fun- 
damental vice of the eighteenth 
amendment is not so much the 
rigid rule of  prohibition—it is 
rather the subversion 6f the whole 
purpose of the Federal Constitu- 
tion by making it the instrument 
of sumptuary law.” 

Questions G. O. P. Sincerity. 

The Democratic party, he said, 
“stands forth as the outspoken ad- 
vocate of unqualified repeal . . . 
but in the Republican convention 
the liberalé were défeated and the 
plank adopted was that favoring 
submission of a substitute, or modi- 
fication, amendment. 

“Even this, however, is not ad- 
vocated in a forthright manner, as 
the platform contains an express 
declaration that no one need feel 
bound by ft. What do you say of 
the sincerity of purpose behind a 
plank which in its very terms dé- 
clares that no member need be 
bound by it?” 

Bettman went into constitutional 
aspects of repeal as it affects both 
parties, saying: 

“Nothing that ever went into the 
Constitution has ever been taken 
out. To accomplish eithér the 
Democratic or the Republican pro- 
gram requires a two-thirds vote of 
the Congress and then a three- 
fourths approval by the states. 
These are enormous hurdles to 
jump.” 

But the Republiean program, he 
said, with its safeguard of con- 
gressional regulation to bat the re- 
turn ot the saloon, could take those 
hurdles. That safeguarding pro w- 
sion, Bettman averred, would re- 
move lingering opposition to repeal 
in Congress and in conventions of 
the states.

The State rested before the noon 
recess today, and the defense, with- 
out presenting a witness, immedi- 
atel yafter. Each side was allowed 
90 minutes for final argument. In 
outlining the to the jury, As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Curt 
Lindauer indicated he would de- 
mand the death penalty for Win- 
chester. 

Henry Daut, in whose drug store 
the murder took place, recounted 
the events before the shooting. He 
concluded his testimony by identi- 
fying Winchester as the slayer. 

‘Soon after I opened the store, 
about 8 a. m., June 6,’’ Daut testi- 
fied, “Emil Kirsch, whose barber 
shop was nearby, came in to buy 
a paper. A minute later a man 
came in, ordered a coca-cola, and 
as I began to fix it drew a revolver 
and ordered me to get em up.’ 

J stooped and ran behind the 
counter to the back of the store. 
As I did the man fired two shots, 
then two more. I got my revolver 
and pursued the man, saw him 
join another man in a pink shirt 
standing outside, I fired at them 
as they fled, but failed to hit 
them.“ 

Daut pointed at Winchester, 
seated before him in the defend- 
ant’s chair, when asked if he 
could identify the man who did 
the shooting. 

Another eye-witness, the Rev. 
Samuel Hamm of East St. Louis, 
who said he had known Winches- 
ter for about six years, testifiod 
the defendant had shot Kirsch. 
Hamm said he was about to enter 
the drug store, when a man wear- 
ing a pink shirt stopped him, say- 
ing, Don't go in these; there might 
be trouble.” 

„J went on in,” the Rev. Mr. 
Hamm testified. ‘‘Just as I entered 
a man standing in the store fired 
a shot toward the rear of the store, 
turned and fired a shot at Kirsch, 
then another toward the rear ani 
then a fourth shot at Kirsch, who 
fell to the floor. The man brushed 
past me and fled. I recognized him 
as Winchester, whom I had met 
several years before when I lived 
on Chouteau avenue in St. Louis.” 

Mrs. Clara Lewis, whose home is 
near the drug store, and William 
Garvey, proprietor of a filling sta- 
tion across the street, identified 
Winchester as one of the men*who 
fled from the drug store after the 
shooting. Mrs. Lewis testified she 
saw Winchester and the man in 
the pink short put their revolvers 
on @. window sill before they passed 
out of her view. 

Winchester was arrested several 
hours after the shooting at 221 
North Seventh street, East St. 
Louis. His clothing was  blood- 
stained, but he denied the shoot- 
ing and attempted to establish an 
alibi. He was paroled from the 
Missouri State Penitentiary last 
December after serving 11 months 


of a 10-year sentence for robbery.

From one statement of fact in the book there will 
now be little, if any, dissent, namely, that a nation 
can pay its debts to another nation only in goods or 
in services. Our economists have been trying to tell 
the Government at Washington that truth ever since 
the war. They made a really desperate effort to im- 
press that truth upon Mr. Hoover when they peti- 
tioned him to veto the Hawley-Smoot tariff bill. They 
stated our case clearly. Here we were, the creditor 
nation, with the nations to which we sold our sur- 
plas products all owing us money. Here we were, in- 
sisting that the debtors pay the debts and at the 
same time putting up tariff barriers which made it 
impossible for them to pay the debts. Mr. Hoover 
wouldn't listen. Congress wouldn't listen. Officially, 
nobody would listen. They are listening now. 

It ig true, our Government was not alone in shut- 
ting its eyes to elementary economic truth. Govern- 
ments everywhere joined in the tariff folly. But our 
action was particularly inexcusable, since, as the 
creditor nation, we were most concerned in the pay- 
ments of the debts, and as the greatest industrial na- 
tion, with the biggest volume of foreign trade, we 
had, and have, by far the largest stake in world 
prosperity. 
All this is, to be sure, an oft told tale, but the 
telling of it is, and will continue to be, pertinent, 
until the question is solved. And the question has 
moved into a new dimension. The “forgotten man” 
may have formerly looked on the war debts as an 
intricate problem of international finance in which 
he was but remotely and vaguely interested, but he 
doesn't so regard it now. Today everyone is vitally 
interested in every condition that may have contrib- 
uted to the economic disaster and vitally interested 
in every practicable cure. The politician who bom- 
bastically used to declare that the foreign debts must 
not be saddled on the American taxpayer no longer 
commands attention. Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler 
said long ago: “You might just as well try to make 
somebody pay the cost of the sunset as to pay the 
cost of the war. It cannot be done.” What can be 
done, as the Post-Dispatch pointed out in “The Coun- 
try’s Plight—What Can Be Done About It,“ is to 
push the trading values of the war debts and thus 
make them a means of healing to the whole world. 
We said then: 

A growing body of opinion holds we could well 
afford to trade them off for the armament re- 
duction that would be made possible by our en- 

trance into the League. The sum of them bulks 

large, but the annual payments to us are only 
6 per cent of our normal budget. The saving to 
us in armament costs would offset the loss of 
these payments. Cancelation of the debts, with a 
reciprocal cut in German reparations by the for- 
mer Allies, would hasten the economic recovery 
of Germany and the world. If, by the same 
means, we should effect a measurable reduction of 
armaments throughout the world, which reduc- 
tion would be reflected in lower government 
costs and lower taxes, the total result would 
make the price by comparison, infinitesimally 
small. To say with Mr. Coolidge, of our debtors, 
that “they hired the money” and must pay it back 
is to ignore the plain facts. Anything we might 
buy with the debts in the way of world peace or 
prosperity would be clear gain. Unquestionably, 
the debts have a trading value. 

Since that was printed, the reparations Rave de- 
clined from the Versailles figure of 64 billions to 
750 millions. Disarmament, ene of the most diffi- 
cult of all political ideals, is little by little forcing 
itself upon the world as an onomic necessity. 
Tariffs will come down in time for the same reason. 
We are on our way. 

Will cancelation of war debts help start the wheels 
again and give the unemployed man a job? The 
Brookings Institution says it will. The highest eco- 
nomic authorities say it will. The politicians will be 


saying so as soon as public opinion demands it. 
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A college professor at Evanston, III., charged with 
traffic violation, declined a continuance, insisted on 
paying the proper fine, and planked down $3 in cash 
money. The professor’s action was admirable, of 
course, but, just the same, it was an ostentatious dis- 
play of wealth.

REVOLT AGAINST THE NEW TAXES. 

Early returns on how the new internal revenue 
taxes are working indicate a country-wide disposition 
to avoid them, if possible, putting a consequent dam- 
per on business. Collections for August were $24,954,- 
000 against the Treasury Department’s estimate of a 
monthly return of $51,083,000. To miscalculate the 
yield of the new taxes by more than 50 per cent is 
certainly significant of something besides statistical 
error.

Seldom in modern history has a political reform 
been achieved in such dramatic fashion as that by 
which Gandhi, through his hunger strike, now has 
won a modification in the electoral system Britain is 
organising for India. The shriveled little brown man, 
weighing only 87 pounds, staked his life against the 
discords of India’s teeming millions and the might of 
the British Empire. His character, his prestige and 


means carried the point. In announcing the electoral] 
plan last month, MacDonald had left a convenient 
loophole, for use if retreat became necessary, by say- 
ing that his plan would stand unless India agreed 
upon a better one. Indian leaders, shocked into ac 
tion by the Mahatma’s “fast unto death,” achieved the 
impossible by composing their disagreements, and 
England gratefully approved. : 

The crisis has brought into relief a somewhat un- 
familiar side of Gandhi's campaign—his fight for 
democracy against the prejudices of his own people, 
which supplements his fight for independence against 
the British. This battle rages around the barriers of 
caste, which Gandhi would break down to achieve a 
unified India. He assails particularly the degrada- 
tion in which the lowest caste, the “untouchable” 
group, is kept, and has even placed the interests of 
these outcasts ahead of all others. Gandhi has said: 
“I would far rather that Hinduism died than that 
untouchability lived. I would not sell the interests 
of the untouchables even for the sake of winning the 
freedom of India.” Hence, the proposal of separate 
electorates for untouchables was to him another in- 
stance of Britain’s “divide-and-rule” policy, to be re 
sisted, if necessary, to the death. 

Now Gandhi doubtless will embark on a major cru- 
sade among his own people, to break down the strong- 
ly-intrenched caste system, This has persisted for 
thousands of years as part of the Hindu religion, 
since its inception in the waves of conquest that 
swept down upon India, each with its imposition of 
new social strata. The two tasks—winning indepen- 
dence and ending caste barriers—ere tremendous 
enough to awe the most courageous. Only a blend of 
humble martyr and shrewd statesman, like Gandhi, 
could undertake them with even a hope of success. 
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GREECE DISCRIMINATES. 

Although Greek newspapers have been forbidden 
to report the outcome of the parliamentary election 
held in that country Saturday, word has leaked out 
from Athens to the effect that the Liberal party sup- 
porters of the veteran Venizelos were victorious, It 
is to be hoped that this is true. In the years since 
the World War, few men have done more for their 
people than the able statesman who represented 
Greece at the peace conference. Handicapped during 
part of his first premiership by a woefully bunglesome 
royal family, Venizelos was defeated in 1922, only to 
return to power in response to popular demand. The 
issue in the election just held was brought by the 
Royalists, the party second in power to the Liberals, 
and concerned the deposed royalty. A Cretan, raised 
in the fiery politics of that island, Venizelos is the 
formulator of a program, notable for its progressive- 
ness, both domestically and internationally. To retire 
him would be to leave his forward-looking policies to 
less sympathetic hands. If the early returns are 
confirmed by the official announcement, Greece has 
been more discriminating than Wisconsin. The sons 
of Pericles have not turned out a good administration 
simply because it happened to be “in” during the 
depression.
